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MAYOR'S  MESSAGE 


To  The  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  St.  Albans : 

Upon  assuming  with  your  honorable  body  the  responsibility 
for  the  wise  and  economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
the  city  for  the  ensuing  year,  it  is  proper  that  I  remind  you  of  the 
responsibilities  and  trust  imposed  upon  you  by  your  election  to 
this  important  and  honorable  office.  You  are  to  hold  in  trust 
during  your  term  of  office  responsibility  for  the  administration 
of  all  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  affairs  of  the  City. 

Having  accepted  these  offices  with  the  accompanying  trusts 
we  are  one  and  all  in  duty  bounden  to  use  our  best  efforts  in 
their  discharge,  working  conscientiously  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  citizens  and  tax  payers. 

To  this  end  I  would  ask  you  to  enter  upon  the  year's  work 
with  the  determination  to  eliminate  the  personal  element,  to  dis- 
cuss all  matters  brought  before  you,  freely,  frankly,  and  openly, 
and  in  cases  of  difference  of  opinion,  if  you  find  yourself  in  the 
minority,  accept  the  will  of  the  majority  cheerfully. 

The  outgoing  City  Council,  has  by  its  past  year  of  conserva- 
tive and  economical  administration,  turned  the  city  affairs  over 
to  you  in  a  very  much  mproved  condition.  Instead  of  an  in- 
heritance of  outstanding  bills,  you  are  tendered  a  clean  slate, 
and  a  cash  surplus  of  $2,000. 
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It  was  the  policy  and  practice  of  the  Council  last  year,  to 
keep  its  expenditures  within  the  appropriations,  as  required  by 
the  City  Charter  and  I  earnestly  urge  upon  the  Council  at  large 
and  the  various  Committees,  the  vital  and  business  importance 
of  following  on  the  same  lines  during  the  ensuing  year. 

I  give  herewith  an  estimate  of  the  probable  income  of  the 
City  for  the  ensuing  year,  viz:

From  my  experience  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
last  year,  I  estimate  that  the  expenditures  in  the  various  depart- 
ments aside  from  water,  streets,  sewer  and  sidewalks  depart- 
ments, should  approximate  $71,300. 

This  with  the  cash  surplus  left  in  the  Treasury  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  fiscal  year,  would  make  available  the  sum  of 
$18,300.00,  to  be  used  by  the  Council  in  the  departments  of  water, 
streets,  sewer  and  sidewalks.  After  reserving  a  sum  sufficient 
for  the  normal  pay  rolls  for  the  year  in  these  departments  there 
should  be  available  for  permanent  work  the  sum  of  $14,700, 
and  should  the  Council  put  the  same  amount  of  effort  into  the 
collection  of  back  taxes,  water  rates  and  sewer  assessments, 
that  last  year's  Council  did,  the  amount  available  for  permanent 
work  can  be  materially  increased. 

The  all  important  point  for  you  to  consider  is,  what  per- 
manent work  shall  be  done  first.    No  permanent  work  should  be 
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done  upon  our  streets  until  our  sewers  and  water  pipes  are  in 
permanent  condition. 

At  a  public  meeting  of  citizens  and  taxpayers  gathered  to 
hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  thirteen  on  the  question  of 
public  improvements  the  following  resolution  was  adopted. 

I  respectfully  refer  the  said  resolution  to  you  for  your  care- 
ful consideration. 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  in- 
coming City  Council  be  requested  to  appoint  a  commission  of 
public  improvements  to  whom  it  shall  delegate  absolute  authority 
in  securing  detailed  plans  for  the  execution  of  which  it  shall  in- 
vite bids,  by  advertising,  or  otherwise,  and  that  the  City  Council - 
be  requested  to  make  proper  provision  for  the  payment  of  such 
work  upon  sewers  and  sewer  outlets  to  be  expended  under  the 
supervision  of  said  commission,  members  of  such  commission 
to  have  reasonable  and  proper  compensation  for  their  services." 

Should  you  deem  it  advisable  to  carry  out  the  suggestions 
embodied  in  the  resolution  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
conservative  and  representative  men,  you  would,  I  believe,  be 
fulfilling  the  desires  of  a  large  majority  of  the  tax  payers  of  the 
city. 

Should  this  committee  report  that  it  had  adopted  a  feasible 
plan  for  the  correction  of  our  sewer  and  Stevens  Brook  nui- 
sance, accompanying  it  with  actual  plans  and  surveys  to  be  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk,  you  would  have  the  above  mentioned  $14,700. 
with  which  to  begin  permanent  work. 

Commencing  thus  at  the  foundation  of  the  structure  and 
working  conservatively  and  economically  from  established  plans, 
the  work  can  be  continued  from  year  to  year  and  not  only  be 
complete  in  itself  but  be  uniform  with  the  work  of  following 
years,  so  thai  when  completed  all  parts  shall  make  a  perfect 
whole.  \\  hen  once  work  is  started  on  these  lines,  and  our  tax- 
payers know  they  are  getting  a  dollar's  worth  of  sewer  or  Other 
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improvements  for  every  dollar  spent,  they  will,  I  have  faith  to 
believe,  see  that  money  is  provided  to  push  the  work  to  com- 
pletion. 

I  submit  these  suggestions  and  recommendations  for  your 
careful  and  thoughtful  consideration,  believing  that  I  voice  the 
public  sentiment  in  so  doing.  The  tax  payers  are  tired  of  hap- 
hazard hand  to  mouth  methods  of  patching  and  temporizing  and 
it  is,  I  believe,  your  duty,  as  well  as  your  privilege,  to  turn  over 
a  new  leaf  and  begin  this  year  to  give  St.  Albans  its  crying 
need,  viz.,  good  sewers  and  streets.

To  the  Taxpayers  of  the  City  of  St.  Albans: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report,  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending 
January  31st,  1908. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  after  providing  for 
the  payment  of  all  bills  outstanding  up  to  January  31st,  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  there  remains  on  hand  in  the  treasury,  a  cash 
surplus  of  $1,799.95. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  sum  of  $6,355.16 
has  been  expended  in  new  sidewalks,  each  ward  receiving  its 
share,  and  that  a  new  line  of  16  inch  water  pipe  has  been  laid  on 
South  Main  Street,  replacing  old  cement  pipe,  (details  of  which 
will  be  found  in  report  of  Supt.  of  Streets  and  Water),  your 
Council  feels  that  it  has  made  a  creditable  showing.

WATER. 


Our  water  supply  during  the  past  season  has  been  fully 
adequate.  In  the  early  spring  of  1907,  an  unpleasant  odor  and 
taste  developed.  Upon  investigation,  and  analysis,  nothing  but 
the  usual  normal  vegetable  growth  and  algae,  which  almost  in- 
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variably  grows  in  impounded  surface  water,  was  found,  and  the 
water  was  pronounced  to  be  otherwise  wholesome  and  normal 
Recourse  to  thorough  flushing  of  all  pipes  removed,  for  the  time 
being,  the  unpleasant  flavor  and  odor. 

Investigation  developed  the  fact  that  a  plant  to  filter  our 
entire  system,  at  its  entrance  to  the  City,  could  be  installed,  in- 
cluding buildings,  for  about  $18,000  under  a  guarantee  that  it 
would  remove  all  matter  held  in  suspense  and  solution,  including- 
color,  and  odor,  delivering  to  the  consumer  a  pure  and  clear 
water,  free  from  disease  germs  and  other  impurities. 

In  the  course  of  time  it  may  become  necessary  to  adopt 
some  such  measure  but  at  present,  in  view  of  the  repeated 
analysis  showing  the  water  to  be  normal,  we  can  probably  by 
regular  flushing  of  the  pipes  minimize  the  action  of  the  algae. 
In  my  opinion  the  location  of  the  La  Flamme  buildings  and  barn 
yard,  on  a  slope  draining  into  the  reservoir,  constitutes  a  menace 
and  some  action  should  be  taken  to  correct  this  situation. 

Reference  to  the  report  of  the  Supt.  of  Streets  and  Water 
is  hereby  made  for  details  of  work  done  in  this  department 
during  the  past  year. 

STREETS  AND  SEWERS. 

Reference  is  made  to  report  of  Supt.  of  Streets  and  Water 
for  details  of  work  done  on  streets  during  the  past  year.  The 
Council  voted  to  devote  the  heaviest  appropriation  toward  com- 
pleting as  far  as  means  at  hand  would  permit,  our  sidewalk 
system,  and  with  excellent  results  in  each  ward. 

If  we  would  follow  the  common  sense  maxim  of  beginning 
at  the  foundation  we  should  put  our  sewer  system  and  pipe  lines 
in  permanent  condition,  before  attempting  to  build  permanent 
streets.  On  these  lines,  and  in  line  with  your  Mayor's  avowet 
policy  for  permanent  public  improvements,  especially  of  our 
sewers  and  streets,  your  Council  voted  to  authorize  the  Mayor 
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to  enter  into  a  contract  with  Arthur  W.  Dudley,  Civil  Engineer 
and  Sewer  Expert,  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  for  a  survey  and 
plans  giving  all  the  details  necessary  to  base  any  changes  or  im- 
provements in  our  City  work  upon. 

These  plans  are,  however,  made  especially  with  regard  to 
the  reconstruction  and  perfecting  of  our  sewerage  system  and 
are  so  arranged,  that  this  work  may  be  done  either  all  at  one 
time,  or  in  sections,  and  yet  make  when  completed  a  harmonious 
whole. 

These  plans,  including  all  streets  in  our  City,  are  nearly 
ready  for  delivery  and  will  include  exact  specifications  for  sewer 
work,  contracts  and  form  of  contractor's  bond,  so  that  a  tax-  • 
payer,  in  voting  on  a  proposition,  say,  to  provide  funds  for 
building  any  part  of  it,  may  know  exactly  how  many  feet  and 
inches  he  is  buying,  just  what  it  is  to  be  built  of,  how,  and 
exactly  what  it  will  cost  under  a  contract  backed  up  by  a  suitable 
bond.  In  this  way  no  taxpayer  will  be  asked  to  buy  a  pig  in 
a  bag,  but  will  be  able  to  decide  for  himself  as  to  the  desirability 
and  value  of  the  work.  I  append  Mr.  Dudley^s  report  on  the 
sewer  situation. 


Manchester,  N.  H.,  February  14,  1908. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
St.  Albans,  Vermont: 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  contract  etnered  into 
last  October  I  have  caused  surveys  to  be  made,  and  plans  are  in 
process  of  completion,  that  will,  when  completed,  give  you  all 
the  details  necessary  to  base  any  changes  or  improvements  in 
your  city  work  upon.  These  plans  are  however  made  especially 
with  regard  to  the  reconstruction  and  the  perfecting  of  your 
sewerage  system,  and  I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  this  feature 
of  the  public  work  of  your  city.    The  work  already  done  is  like 
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that  in  a  great  majority  of  small  cities  and  large  towns,  not 
altogether  in  accordance  with  a  well  regulated  plan  and  the  con- 
sequence is  that  many  of  your  sewers  are  inadequate,  ill  con- 
structed and  do  not  serve  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  in- 
tended. 

The  plan  submitted  by  Lucien  Taylor,  C.  E.,  some  seventeen 
years  ago,  while  in  the  main  including  and  combining  most  of 
the  essential  features  necessary  for  a  good  and  complete  sewer 
system,  did  not  take  into  account  sufficiently  the  growth  of  the 
city,  consequently  it  would  be  hardly  equal  to  your  present,  to 
sav  nothing  of  future  demands.  Moreover,  it  has  not  been  fol- 
lowed in  the  construction  of  some  of  the  most  important  lines  of 
sewerage.  In  presenting  this  plan  and  report,  1  have  endeavored 
to  preserve  and  incorporate  into  the  plan  submitted,  as  much  as 
is  practicable  of  the  present  pipe  lines.  At  the  same  time  I  have 
not  hesitated  to  cut  out  and  replace  with  proper  construction 
any  that  are  manifestly  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
w^re  intended  or  that  are  not  at  the  present  time  doing  good 
service.  This  includes  all  culverts  and  plainly  defective  and 
disproportionate  pipe  lines. 

In  this  report,  I  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  divide  the  work 
proposed  into  separate  sections  which  will  be  treated  separately, 
except  so  far  as  they  unite  to  form  a  harmonious  and  complete 
sewer  system. 

These  will  be  taken  as  follows : 

First.  The  trunk  sewer  in  the  Valley  of  Stevens  Brook, 
and  its  connections  with  the  different  parts  of  the  system. 

Second.    The  sewerage  at  the  south  end  of  the  city. 

Third.  The  congested  district  on  Main  St.,  particularly 
between  Lake  and  Kingman  Streets. 

Fourth.  A  plan  to  divert  all  sewerage  from  the  old  culverts 
an  1  sewers  in  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  yard  and  to  enter 
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the  main  trunk  sewer  in  the  Valley  of  the  Stevens  Brook,  else- 
where. 

Fifth.  A  general  report  upon  branch  sewers  needed  in  other 
parts  of  the  city,  naming  the  localities. 

Sixth.  A  filtration  plant  at  the  outlet  of  the  trunk  sewer 
into  the  Stevens  Brook. 

FIRST. 

The  trunk  sewer  in  Stevens  Brook  Valley. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  dilate  upon  the  existing  con- 
ditions here  and  it  is  sufficient  to  say  what  every  citizen  of 
your  city  already  knows,  that  this  brook  in  its  present  condition 
is  a  menace  to  health,  and  that  it  is  only  through  God's  infinite 
mercy  that  your  community  has  so  far,  escaped  the  horrors  of 
an  epidemic  Something  should  be  done  here  and  done  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  There  is  but  one  practicable  way  to 
meet  and  remedy  this  condition  of  affairs  and  that  is  to  divert 
all  sewerage  that  enters  this  brook  into  a  trunk  sewer  of  sufficient 
capacity  below  Lower  Newton  Street,  to  take  the  entire  sewerage 
of  the  city.  Any  attempt  to  cover  the  brook  or  to  divert  it  into 
a  culvert  or  pipe,  is  impracticable  either  in  an  engineering,  finan- 
cial or  sanitary  point  of  view.  This  trunk  sewer  should  be 
located  the  Easterly  side  of  Stevens  Brook,  and  nearly  as  shown 
on  the  accompanying  plan.  Minor  changes  in  location  to  ac- 
commodate private  interests  or  to  better  secure  the  right  of  way 
across  private  lands  are  permissable.  As  the  grades  for  the 
entire  length  of  this  trunk  line  are  light,  a  somewhat  larger  pipe 
will  be  required  than  if  these  grades  were  steeper.  I  recommend 
that  a  36  inch  pipe  be  laid  from  the  outlet  to  Lower  Newton 
Street,  a  33  inch  pipe  from  there  to  Aldis  Street,  a  30  inch  pipe 
to  Water  Street,  a  24  inch  pipe  in  Water  Street,  to  Lake  Street, 
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a  20  inch  pipe  from  Lake  to  Lower  Welden  Street,  an  18  inch 
pipe  from  Lower  Welden  Street  to  the  intersection  of  the  Gilman 
Street  line  extended,  a  15  inch  pipe  from  there  to  Nason  Street 
and  in  Nason  Street,  across  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  track 
to  a  man  hole  just  beyond  the  Railroad  right  of  way  limit. 

I  append  a  summary  of  pipe  lines,  man  holes,  etc.,  with  an 
approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  same.

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SECOND. 

The  sewerage  at  the  South  End  of  the  City. 

The  most  of  the  sewerage  of  South  St.  Albans  is  by  the 
plan  submitted,  carried  into  the  trunk  sewer  throug-h  the  man 
hole  on  Nason  Street,  just  East  of  the  Central  Vermont  R.  R. 
This  arrangement  necessitates  two  pipe  lines,  one  direct  from 
this  man  hole  to  Main  St.,  and  the  other  diagonally  across  lots 
in  the  rear  of  all  buildings  to  South  Main  St.  -For  both  it  will 
require  a  rather  deep  trench  at  the  Main  St.  ends;  for  the  first 
to  get  sufficient  grade  to  connect  Gilman  Avenue  sewer  along 
Main  St.  from  the  north  and  at  the  second  to  connect  the  Main 
St.  Sewer  from  the  south  across  Rugg  brook  and  get  sufficient 
'cover  at  the  brook. 

This  also  includes  a  continuation  of  the  Gilman  St.  sewer 
across  private  lands  and  across  the  Central  Vermont  R.  R. 
tracks  to  a  connection  with  the  trunk  sewer,  between  Lower  Wel- 
den  and  Nason  Streets,  thereby  taking  the  sewerage  out  of  Grice 
Brook. 

A  summary  and  estimate  is  appe-nded.

A  cut-off  to  relieve  the  congested  condition  in  Main  St.  between 
Lake  and  Kingman  Sts. 


The  sewer  in  this  portion  of  Main  St.,  is  an  8  inch  pipe. 
This  seems  apparently  inadequate  for  such  a  location,  although 
an  estimate  by  "Kutter's  Formula"  shows  that  it  should,  if  un- 
obstructed, care  for  both  the  house  and  the  street  sewerage  in 
its  drainage  area.  Another  difficulty  however,  exists  which 
would  occasion  the  same  result  even  it  the  capacity  of  this  pipe 
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was  quadrupled.  This  is  the  fact  that  the  entire  sewerage  and 
drainage  from  a  much  larger  area  with  steep  grades;  that  from 
Bishop  and  Fairfield  Streets  and  the  connecting  streets  conies 
into,  and  by  its  volume  and  greater  velocity  and  consequently 
greater  pressure,  shuts  out  this  flow  from  Main  Street,  from  en- 
tering the  outlet  pipe,  except  when  the  volume  from  the  other 
sewer  does  not  fill  it. 

The  plan  I  propose  for  your  consideration  is  to  divert  this 
sewerage  and  drainage  from  Fairfield  Street  and  Bishop  Street, 
by  connecting  a  cut-off"  sewer  diagonally  across  the  park  to  the 
foot  of  Bank  Street,  then  taking  in  the  Bank  Street  sewer,  up 
Main  Street  to  Pearl  Street,  down  Pearl  Street  to  Federal  Street, 
north  on  Federal  Street  to  Aldis  Street,  and  down  Aldis  Street, 
to  a  connection  with  the  trunk  line  at  its  crossing  of  Aldis  Streets 
This  is  a  rather  expensive  undertaking  and  necessitates  the  re- 
laying of  a  long  length  of  pipe  that  is  already  in  service,  by  pipes 
of  larger  capacity,  but  I  see  no  way  to  avoid  it  or  to  produce  as 
good  results.  What  I  have  to  say  in  the  next  section  has  a  bear- 
ing on  this  one  and  I  can  see  no  other  way  out  of  the  dilemma 
that  will  in  the  end  prove  satisfactory  or  save  expense.  I  would 
not  recommend  changing  the  8  inch  pipe  in  Main  Street  between 
Lake  and  Kingman  Streets,  until  it  can  be  seen  how  this  cut-off,, 
if  adopted,  affects  the  situation.

Cut-off  to  Get  Out  of  Railroad  Yard  and  Old  Culverts. 
This  includes  two  sections. 

No.  1.  The  Sewer  in  Kingman  and  Center  Streets,  and  the 
southerly  end  of  Federal  Street_toward  Lake  Street.  All  of 
this  and  also  that  from  the  Bank  Street  sewer  and  its  tributaries 
which  now  goes  through  an  old  stone  culvert  under  the  Railroad 
yard  and  empties  into  an  open  ditch  and  into  Stevens  Brook. 
The  Bank  Street  portion  is  arranged  to  be  taken  in  by  the  pre- 
vious arrangement,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  remainder 
"be  diverted  to  a  sewer  laid  as  shown,  running  north  through 
Federal  Street  and  connecting  with  the  preceding  at  Pearl  Street. 

No.  2.  The  area  draining  through  Stebbins  and  Stowell 
Streets  including  the  Ferris  Street  sewer  and  a  portion  of  Main 
Street.  This  now  goes  through  a  culvert  in  the  Railroad  yard 
to  Lake  Street  and  then  westerly  on  Lake  Street  through  another 
culvert  across  the  Railroad  tracks  and  into  the  18  inch  Lake 
Street  sewer.  I  would  recommend  that  this  be  diverted  from  the 
foot  of  Stebbins  Street  through  Market  Square  by  a  15  inch 
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pipe  to  Lake  Street,  and  that  the  culvert  in  Lake  Street,  under 
the  tracks  of  the  Central  Vermont  be  replaced  by  an  18  inch 
sewer  pipe.  In  submitting  these  recommendations  I  do  it  with 
a  full  knowledge  from  experience  of  the  undesirability  of  sewers 
in  Railroad  yards.  They  are  expensive  as  to  construction  and 
maintainance  also.  The  sewer  is  always  a  continual  nuisance 
to  the  Railroad  and  the  Railroad  is  a  standing  menace  to  the 
sewer.  If  such  a  location  can  be  avoided  by  any  reasonable 
detour  it  is  the  best  policy  to  avoid  it.  These  changes  will  cost 
something,  but  they  will  be  cheaper  than  it  would  be  to  construct 
and  maintain  a  suitable  sewer  through  the  yard  in  place  of  the 
culverts  through  which  the  sewerage  now  flows.  These  culverts 
are  but  little  better  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view  than  are  open 
ditches  or  the  Stevens  Brook.  They  are  simply  more  out  of  sight, 
but  the  poisonous  gases  emanating  from  them  are  doing  their 
deadly  work  in  the  same  way,  and  all  such  nuisances  should  be 
abated.

FIFTH. 

A  General  Report  Upon  Branch  Sewers  needed  in  Other  Parts 
of  the  City  Naming  the  Localities. 

The  accompanying  plan  will  show  a  sewer  designated  for 
nearly  every  street  in  the  City  that  has  none,  with  the  exception 
of  Huntington  Street  and  a  few  short  streets  west  of  North  Elm 
Street  where  the  surface  of  the  ground  slopes  in  such  a  way  as 
to  render  sewer  connections  with  the  system  impracticable  and 
which  must  be  provided  for  when  sewers  are  needed,  in  some 
other  way.  The  most  of  these  sewers  are  in  cross  streets  or  are 
extensions  of  existing  sewers.  That  in  Welden,  Barlow  and 
Rugg  Streets,  being  the  most  needed  as  this  will  take  care  of 
another  sewer,  at  present  emptying  into  the  Stevens  Brook. 
These  sewers  can  be  laid  from  year  to  year  as  occasion  demands 
their  construction. 

Profiles  of  every  street  and  proposed  sewer  location  are 
completed  in  my  ofifice  and  will  be  delivered  with  the  main  plans 
when  they  are  completed.    I  append  a  summary  and  estimate.

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It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  report  that  Stevens  Brook  can 
be  freed  from  sewerage  by  the  ,Main  Trunk  Sewer,  which  will 
take  all  of  the  sewerage  of  the  city,  including  connections  across 
Stevens  Brook  for  West  Side  sewers  at  an  expense  (by  the 
Engineer's  estimate)  of  $26,650.25.  These  figures  can  un- 
doubtedly be  reduced  by  a  contract  from  competitive  bids.. 

The  situation  at  the  south  end  of  the  city  is  serious.  A 
large  number  of  property  owners  are  absolutely  without  sewer 
facilities  and  are  demanding  their  rights,  even  to  the  point  of 
having  recourse  to  the  law.  By  the  Engineer's  plans,  this  situa- 
tion, including  all  of  the  section  within  the  South  City  limits, 
can  be  relieved  for  "Engineer's  estimate  of"  $6,513.00.  These 
figures  would  also  undoubtedly  be  reduced  under  actual  contract 
and  in  addition,  a  good  portion  should  equitably  be  assessed  upon 
abutting  property  owners. 

With  the  Alain  trunk  sewer  in  Stevens  Brook  Valley 
established,  the  South  end  of  the  city  provided  for,  and  the  cut- 
off to  relieve  Main  Street,  laid,  St.  Albans  would  be  well  on  the 
highway  toward  a  complete  and  sanitary  sewer  system,  and  the 
disgrace  and  danger  of  a  foul  open  sewer  in  Stevens  Brook  would 
be  wiped  off  our  map  forever. 

The  cost  of  these  three  main  and  vital  features  only  appro- 
ximates $39,128.25  and  would  undoubtedly  be  less  under  actual 
contract  and  if  the  City  would  bond  for  $15,000  for  the  first 
year,  and  $10,000  for  the  second  the  balance  could  be  provided 
from  current  city  funds  at  $7,000  per  annum  and  the  work  com- 
pleted in  two  years. 

I  believe  that  when  this  proposition  is  placed  before  the  tax- 
payers of  St.  Albans  in  black  and  white  so  that  they  may  know 
exactly  what  they  are  to  have  and  what  the  actual  cost  will  be, 
that  they  will  vote  for  it  almost  to  a  man.  and  I  recommend  that 
the  incoming  Council  place  these  figures  with  specifications  and 
bids,  showing  the  exact  cost  of  the  work  before  the  citizens  of 
St.  Albans  at  an  carl)-  date. 
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poeice. 

The  Mayor  re-appointed  J.  F.  Mahoney  as  chief  of  police 
and  Patrick  Fitzgerald  policeman.  This  department  has  done 
good  and  efficient  service  if  the  absence  of  complaints  is  a  cri- 
terion. Civil  service  rules  should  apply  in  this  department  and 
men  who  are  faithful  and  efficient  should  not  be  removed  for 
political  or  other  reasons,  except  for  cause. 

The  report  of  the  chief  of  police  gives  details  and  shows 
net  cost  of  the  department  for  the  year. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  under  the  excellent  management  of  Chief 
Engineer  Derrick,  has  sustained  its  excellent  record  of  efficiency, 
during  the  past  year  and  taxpayers  may  rest  assured  that  they 
have  as  fine  a  department  and  are  receiving  service  equal  prob- 
ably to  that  rendered  in  any  city  of  our  population  in  the  United 
States.  The  addition  of  a  Chemical  wagon,  would  make  its  fire 
fighting  equipment  nearly  ideal  and  the  cost  of  the  Chemical 
wagon  would  be  returned  to  the  'City  in  short  order  by  the  pre- 
vention of  water  damage  so  often  oecuring  in  the  control  of  in- 
cipient fires. 

schools. 

I  commend  to  the  voters  a  thorough  consideration  of  the  re- 
port of  the  board  of  School  Commissioners,  especially,  as  to  the 
need  of  repairs  in  our  various  school  buildings,  and  the  Academy 
building  in  particular,  also  to  that  section  of  the  report  dealing 
with  the  sanitary  or  rather  unsanitary  conditions  existing  in  the 
Messenger  and  Barlow  Street  school  buildings. 

The  absence  of  fire  escapes  on  the  Academy  building  is  to 
be  deplored  and  in  the  event  of  a  fire  their  absence  might  be 
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„  deplored  by  many  bereaved  families.  The  moral  responsibility 
for  this  dangerous  situation  should  be  faced  by  our  taxpayers 
and  means  provided  for  their  installation. 

The  importance  of  our  public  schools  in  fitting  and  training 
our  youth  for  the  serious  problems  of  life  and  citizenship  should 
be  constantly  in  the  minds  of  our  taxpayers  and  ample  means 
provided  to  assure  the  children  of  our  City,  advantages  of 
modern,  thorough  and  practical  education,  and  I  earnestly  com- 
mend to  your  thoughful  and  liberal  consideration  the  reports  of 
the  Board  of  School  Sommissioners  and  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

POOR. 

The  taxpayers  as  well  as  the  poor  of  the  City  have  been 
fortunate  in  being  served  by  an  overseer  of  the  poor  who  has 
given  his  duties  faithful  and  intelligent  attention,  and  whose  en- 
deavor in  executing  the  duties  of  his  difficult  office  has  seemed 
to  be  to  do  justice  not  only  to  the  poor  but  to  the  taxpayers. 

LITIGATION. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  the  City  Attorney.  Legal 
expenses  for  the  year  consist  of  the  salary  paid  the  City  Attorney. 

FINANCIAL,. 

The  Council  has  worked  during  the  past  year  with  the  busi- 
ness principle  in  mind  that  it  has  its  duty  to  keep  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  City  within  its  income  and  it  is  gratifying  to  repeat 
that  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  built  new  sidewalks 
to  the  amount  of  $6,355.16  and  paid  all  outstanding  bills  up  to 
January  31st,  1908,  including  the  survey  of  the  City,  and  have 
also  doubled  our  appropriation  to  the  St.  Albans  Hospital  and 
increased  that  of  the  Public  Library,  we  have  on  hand  a  cash 
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surplus  of  $1,799.95  to  carry  forward  to  the  ensuing  year.  To 
be  added  to  this  cash  surplus  are  the  amounts  shown  in  the  state- 
ment of  assets  due  the  city  from  unpaid  taxes,  water  rents, 
City  Hall  rents  and  sewer  assessments. 

The  finance  committee  have  not  deemed  it  proper  to  include 
as  a  valuable  asset  the  old  bill  against  the  St.  Albans  Street 
Railway  Co.,  which  in  last  year's  report  was  included  in  the 
City's  assets,  though  annotated  as  "undoubtedly  worthless."  It 
therefore  stands  practically  in  suspense  account. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  to  the  Aldermen,  City  Officials 
and  employers  my  sincere  appreciation  of  their  uniform  loyalty 
in  co-operating  with  me,  in  the  many  and  arduous  duties  incident 
to  the  administration  of  the  City's  affairs.

We  refer  you  to  the  detailed  report  of  the  Treasurer,  which 
follows,  for  a  statement  of  all  the  receipts. and  expenditures  of 
the  preceding  financial  year.  It  shows  the  total  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  the  city  to  be  $112,000.00,  and  a  balance  of  cash  on  hand 
of  $3,406.32. 
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Among  the  above  miscellaneous  outstanding  bills  of 
$1,606.37,  ^  included  one  for  $415.97,  due  in  connection  with 
the  new  city  survey,  and  is  not  a  usual  item  of  current  ex- 
penses. Deducting,  however,  the  amount  of  the  miscellaneous 
outstanding  bills  from  the  cash  on  hand,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Treasurer  has  sufficient  funds  with  which  to  liquidate  all  out- 
standing bills  incurred  to  January  31,  1908,  and  to  leave  a  net 
surplus  of  $1,799.95. 

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  estimate  of  above 
appropriations  for  the  departments  of  water,  street,  sidewalks 
and  sewer,  is  about  $5,700.00,  less  than  the  amount  actually 
expended  in  these  departments  during  the  past  year.  This  has 
been  done  for  two  reasons ;  first,  because  the  expenditures  in 
the  water  and  sidewalk  departments  were  larger  than  usual  so 
that  it  is  proper  to  make  the  allowance  by  way  of  discount ;  and 
second,  because  it  leaves  just  so  much  more  of  the  available  funds 
of  the  city  for  a  general  expenditure  upon  permanent  public  im- 
provements, should  it  seem  best,  to  authorize  such  improvements. 
This  is  consistent  with  the  well  settled  policy  of  the  Mayor  and 
Council,  during  the  past  year,  who  have  endeavored,  so  far  as 
in  them  lay,  to  make  a  definite  start  towards  the  accomplishment 
of  permanent  and  improved  work  in  the  departments  mentioned. 

For  a  schedule  of  property  belonging  to  the  city,  reference 
is  also  made  to  the  detailed  reports,  printed  herewith,  of  the 
Superintendent  of  streets,  and  Chief  of  the  fire  department.

Twenty-seven  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received. 
These  have  been  abated  as  far  as  possible. 

There  have  been  fifty-four  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the 
State  Laboratory  for  analysis.  Forty-five  of  these  were  nor- 
mal milk,  while  nine  samples  contained  dirt.  During  the  past 
five  months  however,  every  sample  sent  has  been  normal. 

The  city's  water  supply  has  been  tested  at  the  State  Labora- 
tory several  times  during  the  past  year,  and  only  once  has  it 
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shown  any  contamination,  and  this  was  probably  due  to  ac- 
cidental causes. 

The  water  from  several  wells  in  different  parts  of  the  city 
has  also  been  sent  to  the  Laboratory,  and  in  nearly  every  case 
the  water  has  been  condemned. 

The  public  schools  have  been  visited  and  are  in  fairly  good 
sanitary  condition  with  the  exception  of  the  toilet  rooms  in  the 
Messenger  and  Barlow  Street  Schools.  The  condition  which 
exists  there  is  very  unhygienic  and  should  be  corrected  at  once.

Extensive  work  has  been  done  the  past  season  by  way  of 
preparing  the  Park  for  future  surface  improvements.  The  six 
acres  have  been  ploughed,  levelled  and  seeded. 

There  have  been  laid  for  sub-drainage  purposes,  1902  feet 
of  tile,  ranging  in  size  from  3  inches  to  6  inches,  composing  one 
main  trunk  drain  into  which  seven  lateral  drains  empty. 

There  have  been  set  along  the  West  and  South  sides  of  the 
Park  57  thirfty  elm  trees  which  are  protected  by  proper  frame 
guards. 
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There  has  also  been  laid  out  on  the  South- West  corner  of 
the  Park,  a  permanent  baseball  diamond  for  the  use  of  the  school 
pupils. 

All  the  work  has  been  done  from  plans  made  by  Prof.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER  OF  THE 
ST.  ALBANS  FREE  LIBRARY 


To  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  St.  Albans,  and  the 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  St.  Albans — 

Gentlemen, 

As  Treasurer  of  the  St.  Albans  Free  Library  I  beg  to  submit 
my  report: — 

At  the  coming  March  meeting  I  shall  have  completed  my 
thirty  first  year  as  one  of  the  Trustees  and  Treasurer  of  the  Li- 
brary. 

In  view  of  my  official  duties,  I  could  not  accept  a  re-election 
if  tendered,  and  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  in  this,  my  last  report, 
to  call  attention  to  some  facts  connected  with  its  management. 

Two  of  its  able  and  efficient  presidents  have  died;  A.  D. 
Tenney,  Esq.,  and  D.  D.  Ranlett,  Esq.  Each  was  untiring  in  his 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Library. 

In  1895  we  lost  practically  everything  by  fire :  from  the  in- 
surance companies  we  received  $1,660.47  which,  with  an  appro- 
priation of  $300,  from  the  Village,  and  $1,000,  from  the  Town 
enabled  us  to  place  new  books  upon  our  shelves,  and  while  limited 
in  number,  they  were  selected  with  great  care. 

Until  the  present  year  we  have  only  had  the  "Hunt  Fund" 
of  $1,000  as  a  permanent  fund. 

From  1891  to  1896  the  town  and  village,  and,  after  1897, 
the  town  and  city  have  usually  made  appropriations  to  aid  in 
the  support  of  the  Library. 
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In  1881  H.  P.  Seymour,  Esq.,  very  generously  gave  $500 
for  books. 

Through  the  liberality  of  the  late  Hon.  J.  Gregory  Smith, 
and  the  members  of  his  family,  we  are  indebted  for  the  handsome 
and  commodious  library  room. 

During  the  past  year,  Francis  J.  Houghton,  Esq.,  who  has 
always  taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  library  gave  to  the  Trustees 
$5,000,  invested  in  gilt  edged  securities,  which  are  classed  below 
as  the  "Houghton  Fund". 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Central  Vermont  Library,  the 
Franklin  County  Library  Club,  and  individuals  for  books  and 
magazines. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  those  who  have  helped 
to  make  our  little  library  a  success.  May  we  not  confidently 
hope  that  other  generous  residents  of  the  City  and  Town  will,  in 
the  near  future,  add  to  the  permanent  fund. 

In  addition  to  appropriations  by  town,  village  and  city  they 
have  furnished  a  room  (prior  to  the  present  library  room)  and 
have  provided  light  and  heat. 

From  1878  to  1889,  inclusive  (with  the  $500  given  by  Mr. 
Seymour)  our  average  income  was,  $122.82  yearly. 

From  1890  to  1897,  inclusive,  (with  appropriations  of  town, 
village,  and  city,)  (  $610.22  yearly. 

From  1898  to  1907,  inclusive,  $670.10  yearly. 

The  present  year  to  March  1,  1908  will  be  more,  as  the 
interest  on  the  "Houghton  Fund"  will  be  added.  A  part  of  this 
will  fall  due  in  February. 

Since  the  city  was  incorporated  the  City  Council  has  usually 
appropriated  $500,  in  addition  to  its  proportion  for  light  and  heat, 
and  the  Town  $100,  in  addition  to  its  proportion  for  light  and 
heat.  The  Town  has  occasionally  failed  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion and  w«  have  in  those  years  had  so  much  less  to  invest  in 
books. 


of  the  City  of  St.  Albans. 
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I  have  often  urged  higher  appropriations.  Compared  with 
those  made  by  towns  and  cities  in  our  class  in  the  state,  they  seem 
very  small. 

Will  not  the  ladies,  the  youth,  and  the  children,  who  are  most 
benefited  use  their  influence  with  the  voters  and  officers  to  secure 
higher  appropriations  in  future  ? 

They  should  be  doubled  at  least.  No  appropriations  will 
give  as  good  returns,  and  all  will  be  proud  of  a  first  class  Public 
Library.

I  beg  to  submit  the  following-  recommendations : — 

1.  Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,000.00)  should  be  appro- 
priated to  cover  the  actual  running  expenses  of  the  department 
for  the  year. 

2.  A  special  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the  purchase 
of  all  additional  new  equipment. 

3.  There  should  be  a  fire  alarm  box  placed  near  the  Mes- 
senger St.  School,  near  the  Barlow  St.  School,  at  the  corner  of 
Welden  and  Edward  Sts.,  and  at  the  corner  of  Elm  and  Aldis. 
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3.  The  net  of  wires  on  all  of  the  business  streets  should  be 
removed  as  it  is  a  serious  obstacle  in  time  of  fire  to  the  successful 
working  of  the  department. 

5.  The  purchase  of  a  chemical  engine.  I  would  call  your 
attention  to  the  valuable  addition  this  piece  of  apparatus  would 
make  to  the  equipment  of  the  department,  by  reason  of  the.  great 
saving  which  would  result  from  the  doing  away  with  damage  by 
water  as  well  as  its  utility  on  "the  hill",  where  the  water  pressure 
is  low  and  in  case  of  breaks  in  the  water  mains,  frozen  hydrants 
and  low  water ;  also,  should  the  hose  wagon  meet  with  an  accident 
in  answering  an  alarm,  or  should  two  fires  occur  at  or  near  the 
same  time.  One  has  only  to  look  at  the  records  of  fire  depart- 
ments in  other  cities  to  see  at  once  what  an  important  part  a 
chemical  engine  now  takes  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

There  are  few,  if  any,  cities  as  large  as  St.  Albans  that  are 
not  protected  by  one  of  these  useful  machines.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SCHOOL 
COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  St.  Albans,  Vt., 

Gentlemen :.  In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  city 
charter  we  herewith  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
January  31st.  1908. 

The  most  important  action  taken  by  our  Board  during  the 
year  was  the  forming  of  a  Union  with  the  Town  of  St.  Albans,  as 
provided  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1906,  for  the 
supervision  of  schools.  Messrs.  Watkins,  Barker  and  Finn  were 
chosen  to  represent  the  city  on  the  joint-committee  with  Messrs. 
Little,  Boynton  and  Brooks,  the  school  directors  of  the  town.  - 
The  committee  organized  by  the  election  of  Mr.  S.  Halsted  Wat- 
kins  as  chairman  and  Mr.  Gates  Boynton  as  secretary.  Mr. 
James  Ayers,  Superintendent  of  our  city  schools  and  Principal 
of  the  High  School,  was  chosen  Superintendent  of  the  Union  at 
an  annual  salary  of  $2,400,  including  his  expenses  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  his  duties.  Of  this  salary  the  Town  is  to  pay  $150  in 
addition  to  its  proportion  of  the  State  grant  of  $1000;  the  city 
paying  the  balance,  viz :  $1250.  So  that  the  superintendence  of 
our  schools  will  cost  just  that  amount. 

It  is  too  early  to  judge  the  results.  According  to  the 
statute,  the  Union  must  continue  for  three  years  unless  it  is  dis- 
solved by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  both  boards.  By  the  end  of  such 
term  we  believe  that  the  benefit  will  be  generally  recognized. 
Already  there  is  a  gain  in  the  town  in  the  grading  and  system- 
atizing of  school  work,  in  the  improvement  of  methods  and  the 
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unifying  of  the  course  of  study.  The  City  will  be  benefited  as 
time  goes  on,  especially  in  the  event  of  the  centralization  of  the 
Town  schools  as  recommended  by  the  Superintendent  in  his  ex- 
cellent report,  to  which  we  call  your  attention.  The  present  and 
considerable  gain  is  the  progressive  step  in  our  educational 
system.  Mr.  Ayers  is  proving  himself  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place,  and,  we  believe,  justifying  our  confidence  in  him  as  an  able 
and  energetic  schoolman. 

As  the  law  does  not  allow  the  Superintendent  of  a  Union  to 
teach,  Mr.  Ayers  had  to  turn  over  his  duties  as  Principal  of  the 
High  School  to  the  Vice-Principal,  Miss  Alberta  Beeman,  who 
kindly  consented  to  accept  the  additional  responsibility  without 
an  increase  of  salary.  But  the  incoming  board  cannot  expect 
this  arrangement  to  continue. 

A  few  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers  have  been  made. 
Before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  Miss  Margaret  Lang,  who 
taught  Grade  i,  Barlow  St.,  and  Miss  Carrie  L.  Stevens,  Super- 
visor of  music  and  drawing,  resigned.  Miss  Jessie  L.  Percival  was 
appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Lang  and  Miss  L.  Adele  Twitchell  was 
chosen  to  the  position  made  vacant  by  Miss  Stevens'  resignation. 
Miss  Twitchell,  who  was  doing  most  satisfactory  work,  asked  to 
be  relieved  of  her  duties  at  the  close  of  the  term,  in  anticipation 
of  her  approaching  marriage.  The  board  reluctantly  granted  her 
request  and  elected  Miss  Etta  L.  Jacobs,  a  graduate  of  Smith 
College,  as  her  successor.  To  the  department  of  history  (esta- 
blished in  the  grades  this  year)  Miss  Agnes  F.  Murdock.  of  the 
class  of  1907,  Middlebury  College,  was  elected.  She  taught 
through  the  fall  term.  The  present  teacher  is  Miss  Florence  E. 
Arnold  an  alumna  of  Radcliffe  College.  In  October  it  was 
found  necessary  to  divide  the  Fifth  grade  at  the  Academy  in  order 
to  care  for  the  scholars,  who  had  entered  from  the  Parochial 
school  and  from  outlying  districts,  as  well  as  sonic  of  our  own 
backward  scholars.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  Miss  Florence  M.  Merritt,  of  Smith  College,  for  this  division 
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of  the  Fifth  Grade,  which  was  assigned  to  the  room  on  the  ground 
floor  formerly  occupied  by  grade  6,  now  using  the  southwest  room 
of  the  second  floor.  This  arrangement  takes,  away  one  of  the 
recitation  rooms  of  the  High  School,  which  is  more  than  ever 
cramped  in  its  quarters.  But  we  can  do  no  better  under  the 
present  circumstances.  It  would  be  a  great  improvement  if  the 
partition  in  the  study  hall  could  be  moved  and  the  small  rooms 
enlarged  as  recommended  in  the  report  of  last  year. 

In  the  High  School  faculty  Mr.  Earl  Montgomery,  and  alum- 
nus of  Hamilton  College,  has  succeeded  Miss  Charlotte  H.  Lovell 
as  teacher  of  Greek  and  Latin. 

In  reporting  these  changes  we  would  record  our  grateful 
recognition  of  the  long,  faithful  and  effective  service  of  the 
Misses  Helen  A.  Story,  Clara  Bliss,  Ellen  Dee,  Ella  Foster, 
Mary  E.  White,  Gertrude  Beeman,  Alberta  L-  Beeman,  Mabel  H. 
Story,  and  Mabel  Ellis.  The  City,  the  parents,  the  children,  who 
have  been,  and  are  being  taught  by  them,  owe  them  a  large  debt  of 
gratitude ;  and  some  appreciation  should  be  shown  by  an  increase 
of  salary  according  to  years  of  service.  ( See  the  Superintendent's 
report).  If  we  are  to  retain  our  teachers  and  prevent  the  fre- 
quent changes,  which  are  so  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  our 
schools,  we  must  be  more  liberal  to  those  who  have  proved  their 
worth.  The  corps,  as  a  whole,  is  one  of  which  the  city  may 
be  proud.  Efficiency  and  conscientiousness  mark  the  instructors' 
work.  There  is  an  interest,  which  encourages  us  to  anticipate 
that,  under  the  leadership  of  our  Superintendent,  the  schools 
will  make  satisfactory  progress. 

There  has  been  one  change  among  the  janitors.  Owing  to 
removal  from  the  city,  Mr.  Chester  MacArthur  gave  up  his 
position  at  the  Barlow  St.  School.  His  successor  is  Mr.  John  F. 
Libby,  who  is  giving  satisfaction.  An  increase  of  salary  of  $5.00 
per  month  was  voted  to  Mr.  James  O'Heare  (Academy  Building) 
and  Mr.  Wm.  Turner  (Elm  St.  School).  The  janitors  are  capa- 
ble men,  who  take  real  pride  in  keeping  the  buildings  and  grounds 
in  good  order. 
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Only  minor  repairs  have  been  made.  A  large  amount  of 
repairing  and  a  number  of  important  improvements  cannot  be 
undertaken  until  funds  are  provided.  The  most  pressing  needs 
are:  (a)  steel  ceilings  in  the  Academy  building.  The  plaster 
ceilings  are  cracked  and  broken,  and  in  a  dangerous  condition : 
(b)  a  fire  escape  on  the  Academy,  as  required  by  law:  (c)  larger 
recitation  rooms  for  the  High  school,whiclii  can  be  made  by  chang- 
ing the  partition  in  the  study  hall;  (d)  the  painting  of  the  wood 
work  of  the  Messenger  and  Barlow  Sts.  School  buildings,  and  the 
kalsomining  of  the  walls;  (e)  the  modernizing  of  the  plumbing  of 
these  buildings  by  connecting  the  closets  with  the  city  sewers. 

To  provide  the  money  for  these  essential  things  we  respect- 
fully request  that  the  Council  insert  an  article  in  the  warning  for 
the  coming  annual  meeting  of  the  City,  asking  whether  the  voters 
will  lay  a  special  tax  of  10  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list. 

The  report  of  our  Finance  Committee,  which  we  append, 
shows  that  the  income  for  school  purposes  has  been  materially 
lessened  by  the  transfer  of  the  U.  S.  Deposit  and  Huntington 
Funds  to  the  State.  In  1906-07  these  funds  brought  us  $958.85. 
In  the  present  year  we  have  received  only  $254.,  i.  e.  about 
$12  for  each  legal  school,  that  being  the  amount  alloted  to  cities 
and  towns,  which  appropriate  less  than  50  per  cent  of  their  grand 
lists  for  school  purposes.  The  income  from  tuitions  has  been 
larger,  and  the  cost  of  supervision  as  already  noted,  less.  But, 
notwithstanding  these  gains,  the  total  sum  at  our  disposal  has 
not  been  increased  to  any  such  amount  as  we  hoped  for. 

It  is  practically  impossible  to  maintain  our  schools,  as  they 
should  be  maintained,  without  an  increase  of  school  funds.  We 
therefore  earnestly  urge  that  the  General  Assembly,  which  will, 
convene  this  year,  be  petitioned  to  amend  Sec.  27  of  our  City 
Charter  by  substituting  the  words  "sixty  cents''  for  "forty-five 
cents"  so  that  the  charter  will  provide  that  the  board  of  school 
commissioners  shall  recommend  to  the  Council  a  tax  for  the  sup- 
port of  school  not  exceeding  sixty  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the 
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grand  list.  That  this  request  is  reasonable  and  the  larger  amount 
that  would  be  available,  is  really  moderate  is  shown  by  a  com- 
parison with  other  places  in  the  State.  For  example,  in  1906 
Barre  city  appropriated  75  per  cent;  Barre  town,  70  per  cent; 
Bennington,  60  per  cent;  Brattleboro,  57  per  cent;  Newport,  72 
per  cent;  Rockingham  (Bellows  Falls),  55  per  cent;  St.  Johns- 
bury,  50  per  cent. 

In  the  early  summer,  contracts  were  made  with  our  local 
coal  dealers  for  202  tons  of  grate  coal  at  $7.10  per  gross  ton; 
52  tons  of  stove  coal  at  $7.35  per  ton,  and  18  tons  of  egg  coal  at 
$7-35  Per  ton.  In  addition  to  this  supply  of  coal  the  Board 
purshased  12  cords  of  wood  at  $6.75  per  cord.  The  chairman  of 
the  Building  Committee  estimates  that  we  now  have  on  hand,

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There  remains  one  matter,  which  we  consider  of  supreme  im- 
portance. In  our  judgment  the  weakest  point  in  our  City  edu- 
cational system  is  the  annual  election  of  the  entire  board  of  School 
Commissioners.  The  possibility  of  a  complete  change  of  the 
personnel  of  the  board  constitutes  a  menace  to  our  schools.  It 
means  the  possibility  of  frequent  changes  of  policy,  with  the 
resultant  change  of  officers  and  teachers.  It  hinders  the  Board 
in  its  plans  and  projects.  It  works  harm  in  many  ways.  The 
best  interests  of  the  schools  demand  that  the  Commissioners  con- 
tinue in  office  for  three  years  at  least.  We,  therefore  unanimous- 
ly recommend  an  amendment  to  Sec.  38  of  our  City  Charter, 
which  shall  provide  that  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1909  there  shall 
be  elected  six  school  commissioners,  one  from  each  ward ;  those 
from  wards  1  and  3  being  elected  for  one  year ;  those  from  wards 
2  and  5  for  two  years  and  those  from  Wards  4  and  6  for  three 
years,  and  that  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter,  two  commis- 
sioners shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three  years,  the  wards  electing 
in  the  following  order:  Wards  1  and  3;  Wards  2  and  5;  Wards 
4  and  6.  Under  this  provision  four  commissioners,  at  least,  will 
hold  over  each  year,  and  the  board  would  be  so  constituted  that 
it  could  more  wisely  and  economically  maintain  and  improve  our 
schools.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS 


To  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners, 
St.  Albans,  Vt 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my 
second  animal  report — the  eleventh  of  the  City  of  St.  Albans.  - 

teachers. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  have  been  several  unavoidable 
changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  teachers.  It  is  necessary,  in 
order  to  obtain  good  material  and  to  retain  it,  to  raise  our  scale 
of  salaries  somewhat.  The  increasing  cost  of  living  means  that 
teaching  is  an  increasing  self  denial  for  the  many  women  who  are 
engaged  in  it.  YVe  cannot  here  afford  to  raise  salaries  to  such 
a  point  that  our  teachers  may  be  able  to  devote  their  summer 
vacations  to  travel  and  study,  and  so  be  able  to  return  to  their 
classes  with  fresh  minds  and  broader  outlooks,  although  that 
would  mean  money  well  expended.  How  can  we  afford  the 
sabbatical  year  with  full  pay  which  some  places  are  beginning 
to  realize  good  policy.  But  we  can  afford  to  show  our  appre- 
ciation in  a  slight  degree  for  faithful  service.  A  small  increase 
of  salary  commensurate  with  our  resources  will  be  but  just  to 
those  who  are  giving  the  best  that  is  in  them  to  the  youth  of 
the  city.  It  will  enable  them  to  increase  their  usefulness  to  us, 
and  it  will  be  a  good  investment  for  us.  We  can  demand  more 
of  them.    T  therefore  suggest  that  in  grades   1-4  we  j>ay  our 
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beginning  teachers  a  salary  of  $360.00;  that  we  increase  this 
amount  to  $380.00  after  a  teacher  has  had  two  successful  years 
of  experience  with  us;  that  at  the  end  of  five  years  we  increase 
this  to  $400.00;  at  the  end  of  ten  years  to  $425.00;  and  at  the 
end  of  fifteen  years  to  $450.00;  and  that  we  pay  an  additional 
$100.00  for  the  duties  of  principalship.  This  scale  of  salaries 
would  be  just,  would  make  the  teachers  feel  that  the  city  ap- 
preciates service,  and  would  increase  our  pay-roll  but  $486.00  or 
two  cents  a  week  for  each  pupil. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  but  few  cases  of  sickness 
in  the  corps  of  teachers  this  year.  In  case  there  were  several 
sick  at  the  same  time  some  rooms  would  have  to  be  closed  as  we 
have  no  regular  substitute  teachers;  and  there  are  but  few  in 
town  on  whom  we  could  call  in  an  emergency.  In  fact,  during 
the  illness  of  one  of  our  principals  we  were  obliged  to  call  upon 
one  of  the  teachers  at  the  Bay  school. 

Because  of  this  scarcity  of  material  I  have  felt  it  wise  to 
hold  an  evening  class  in  pedagogy.  The  course  is  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  history  of  education,  the  principles  of  pedagogy,  and 
psychology.  It  is  in  no  sense  a  substitute  for  normal  work.  It 
is  intended  to  show  what  teaching  should  be,  to  help  the  begin- 
ners to  avoid  glaring  errors,  and  to  inspire  her  to  go  on  with 
the  study  of  the  science  of  teaching  either  by  herself  or,  better, 
in  a  normal  school  where  the  facilities  are  the  best  and  trained 
critics  can  assist  her  in  mastering  quickly  the  principles  of 
method  and  government.  Upon  the  completion  of  this  short 
course,  the  pupils  will  be  given  opportunities  to  observe  the  work 
in  different  rooms.  Later  they  will  be  expected  to  teach  occa- 
sionally under  the  supervision  and  criticism  of  the  regular  teach- 
ers. This  training  we  hope  will  give  us  some  good  substitute 
material  next  year. 

Because  of  sickness  we  have  closed  several  rooms  during  the 
year — more  as  a  matter  of  precaution  than  from  any  real  danger 
of  an  epidemic.  The  rooms  were  thoroughly  fumigated  and  no 
new  ca^es  in  those  rooms  have  been  reported. 
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REPAIRS. 

In  order  to  make  the  schools  more  attractive  I  suggest  that 
the  interior  of  all  buildings  be  given  a  lighter  tint.  This  is 
especially  necessary  in  the  Elm  Street  school  and  in  the  Academy, 
the  latter  being  extremely  dark  on  gloomy  days.  About  35  per 
cent,  of  our  pupils  have  eye  difficutly,  much  of  which  is  due  to 
the  poor  light  in  some  of  our  rooms.  We  cannot,  under  present 
conditions,  correct  this  entirely,  but  we  can  do  a  great  deal  by 
using  light  tints  that  reflect  rather  than  by  using  dark  colors 
that  absorb  much  of  the  light.  At  the  same  time  this  is  done, 
the  plaster  ceilings  and  walls  in  the  Messenger,  Barlow  and 
Academy  schools  should  be  repaired,  as  well  as  the  roof  of  the 
last. 

I  have  received  the  following  report  from  the  Health  Offi- 
cer, Dr.  Arthur  Morton. 

"To  the  Supt..of  Schools: 

"The  annual  inspection  of  the  High 
"School  was  made  Jan.  21. 

"The  building  was  found  to  be  in  a  fairly 
"good  sanitary  condition.  The  ventilating 
"system,  while  new  and  in  good  working  order, 
"is  inadequate  for  the  large  number  of  pupils 
"who  have  to  recite  in  some  of  the  rooms.. 
"The  three  recitation  rooms  on  the  third  floor 
"cannot  be  ventilated  except  by  raising  the 
"window  which,  in  winter,  is  a  dangerous 
"procedure. 

.  "The  light  in  many  of  the  rooms  is  poor 
"and  probably  causes  many  cases  of  eye  strain 
"among  the  pupils.  As  a  partial  remedy  for 
"this  I  would  suggest  that  the  walls  and  ceil- 
ings be  tinted  a  very  light  color,  and  also  that 
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''the  wainscoting  be  painted  a  light  color,  more 
"artificial  light  should  be  added. 

"The  toilet  rooms  in  the  Academy  were 
"found  to  be  in  very  good  condition.  The 
"toilets  in  the  Messenger  Street  and  in  the 
"Barlow  Street  schools  should  be  connected 
"with  the  sewers. 

"Drinking  fountains,  similar  to  that  in  the 
"Elm  Street  school,  should  be  installed  at  any 
"early  date  in  all  the  other  schools.

SUPPLIES. 

With  the  means  at  your  disposal  you  were  generous  with 
supplies  this  year,  nearly  the  same  amount  of  money  should  be 
expended  the  ensuing  year.  Besides  the  regular  supplies,  the 
schools  are  in  need  of  reference  books — especially  the  high 
school — ,  some  new  large  dictionaries,  maps,  and  three  additional 
globes  in  addition  to  more  supplementary  readers  along  the  line 
suggested  last  year. 

ADDITIONAL  ROOM  NEEDED. 

Our  laboratories  are  small  and,  with  the  inevitable  larger 
classes,  it  will  be  impossible  to  do  the  best  quality  of  work. 
With  the  individual  work  now  required  of  science  pupils,  in- 
dividual desks  are  needed  and  these  require  much  floor  space. 
Owing  to  an  aditional  fifth  grade,  we  took  one  large  class  room 
from  the  high  school  last  fall.  As  I  said  in  my  last  report,  this 
was  a  makeshift  and  the  room  should  be  given  back  as  soon  as 
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possible.  If  we  could  obtain  the  rooms  at  the  city  hall  for  the 
fifth  grades  and  the  kindergarten  we  could  then  give  the  high 
school  its  needed  room  and  devote  another  room  to  manual 
training,  if  the  city  will  spend  the  money  needed  for  another 
teacher  and  the  necessary  equipment. 

A  better  plan,  however,  would  be  to  increase  the  capacity 
of  the  Academy  by  building  on  the  rear  to  the  lot  line.  That 
would  give  us  three  large  rooms  at  least,  possibly  five — and  the 
cost  would  not  be  excessive  as  but  two  outside  walls  need  to  be 
constructed.  We  would  then  have  plenty  of  room  for  the  pres- 
ent and  a  sufficient  allowance  for  a  slight  growth. 

BUSINESS  ENGLISH  COURSE. 

The  new  Business  English  Course  of  study  instituted  by 
you  in  the  High  School  this  fall  was  elected  by  over  one  third 
of  the  entering  class — a  fact  which  shows  the  desire  of  many  to 
fit  themselves  in  high  school  for  work  which  they  take  up  upon 
leaving.  It  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  for  higher  practical 
training.  Although  the  business  subjects  do  not  come  until  the 
fourth  year  of  the  course,  several  in  the  other  courses  and  in  the 
upper  classes  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to 
elect,  in  addition  to  their  regular  subjects,  the  telegraphy  course 
for  which  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Jones,  general  manager  of 
the  Central  Vermont  Railroad.  Sixteen  instruments  were  placed 
in  the  chemical  laboratory  and  free  instruction  is  given  even' 
afternoon  from  four  to  five  o'clock  by  Mr.  Buck  who  has  inspired 
his  class  with  a  love  for  the  work. 

I  am  decidedly  pleased  that  we  have  had  this  opportunity 
of  giving  those  of  our  pupils  who  desire  business  one  chance  of 
obtaining  a  preparation  for  it  while  they  are  at  home  without 
forcing  them  to  spend  a  year  of  time  and  considerable  money  to 
gain  their  knowledge  outside.  I  am  not  a  radical  in  school  mat- 
ters for  I  firmly  believe  in  the  value  of  the  classics,  nor  do  1 
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believe  in  yeilding  to  popular  pressure  because  it  happens  to  be 
widespread ;  but  I  do  feel  that  high  schools  in  the  past  have  de- 
voted too  much  time  proportionately  in  drilling  pupils  in  subjects 
for  which  many  of  them  are  either  unfitted  or  in  which  they  are 
restless  because  of  a  lack  of  sufficient  incentive.  What  appeals 
to  one  may  not  appeal  to  another  and,  in  order  to  give  the  greatest 
good  to  all,  we  should  combine  the  practical  with  the  theoretical 
and  cultural  and  disciplinary.  The  pendulum  in  school  matters, 
as  in  all  others,  swings  to  extremes,  and  it  is  wise  to  avoid 
swinging  too  far  with  it.  An  alive  conservation  should  be  our 
policy: — conservatism  that  ignous  a  desire  for  a  hasty  and  ill- 
advised  smattering  in  any  line ;  and  alive  in  the  sense  that  educa- 
tion is  a  growth  governed  by  present  needs,  not  a  rigid  standard 
fixed  by  past  custom. 

AGRICULTURAL,  COURSE- 

In  view  then  of  the  increasing  necessity  of  doing  more  in  a 
practical  way  for  the  section  about  us  without  sacrificing  any  of 
the  fundamental  subjects  of  the  high  school,  I  recommend  that 
an  agricultural  course  be  added  as  soon  as  the  city  is  willing  to 
increase  our  appropriation.  Sush  a  course  would  parallel  the 
other  courses  for  three  years.  The  remaining  two  years  would 
be  devoted  to  agronomy,  entomology,  stock,  soils,  fertilizers, 
pomology,  bacteriology,  roads,,  forestry,  etc. 

Our  city  is  the  center  of  an  agricultural  section  and  we  are 
in  a  position  to  increase  our  usefulness  to  it  and  to  increase  its 
earning  capacity  and  therefore  its  usefulness  to  us.  The  time 
is  coming  when  one  acre  of  land  will  have  to  do  well  what 
two  acres  are  now  doing  poorly.  Rightly  planned,  such  a  course 
would  prepare  boys  so  that  they  would  return  to  the  farm  in- 
telligent and  enthusiastic  workers.  There  is  a  great  demand  for 
young  men  trained  in  agriculture.  They  afe  wanted  as  in- 
structors in  schools  and  colleges,  as  superintendents  of  farms. 
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There  are  economic  problems  in  farming  which  need  solving  if 
our  land  is  to  yield  an  increase  proportional  to  the  increasing 
population.  There  is  an  opportunity  for  us  to  do  not  so  thorough 
a  work  as  a  college  with  its  expensive  apparatus  and  its  four 
years  course  built  on  the  foundation  of  a  high  school  course,  but 
a  work  nevertheless  large  and  needed.  The  purchase  of  suffi- 
cient material  and  the  annual  expense  of  this  would  be  more 
than  we  could  possibly  stand  at  present.  All  that  we  can  do  is 
to  place  ourselves  on  record  before  the  city  as  willing  and 
anxious  to  solve  the  problem  of  a  broad,  practical  education  for 
a  rural  community. 

The  Horace  B.  Turner  Art  Exhibit,  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Twitchell,  netted  about  one  hundred  dollars  which  has  been 
expended  for  pictures.  Four  have  been  placed  in  the  high 
school,  one  in  the  grammar  department,  and  one  in  each  of  the 
other  three  schools.  The  pictures  are  copies  of  the  masters  and 
are  of  great  educational  value.  We  hope  to  add  to  them  from 
•year  to  year. 

Last  spring  several  lectures  were  given  in  the  high  school 
and  the  custom  has  been  continued  this  year.  Those  to  whom 
we  shall  be  indebted  by  next  May  are:  Rev.  S.  Halsted  Wat- 
kins,  Rev.  W.  Parkyn  Jackson,  Rev.  Mr.  Brown,  Rev.  Doctor 
Nutter,  Rev.  Father  O'Sullivan,  Mr.  Crockett,  Mr.  Greene,  Mr. 
Dewart,  Rev.  Mr.  Fortier,  Mrs.  Post,  Miss  Chandler,  Dr.  Gibson, 
and  Mrs.  William  Stevens.  " 

CIFTS. 

The  library  association  of  the  high  school  added  about 
$3^>.oo  worth  of  hooks  to  the  school  library.    In  addition  to  those 
we  asknowlcdgc  gifts  from  Col.  John  Norton  and   Rev.  Mr. 
Fortier.    From  Gov.  Smith  to  high  school  received  an  exceeding 
ly  fine  stereopticon  with  several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  astm 
nuVal  slides. 
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CENTRALIZATION . 

Last  June  the  town  schools  united  with  yours  for  supervision 
provided  under  the  new  law.  For  the  sake  of  giving  the  pupils 
in  the  town  schools  better  instruction,  I  haye  proposed  a  scheme 
of  centralization  to  the  town  board.  That  part  of  the  scheme 
which  concerns  the  city  is  that  the  town  will  close  the  Parsons- 
ville  and  the  Brainerd  schools  and  pay  the  city  for  the  tuition 
of  the  pupils  from  these  schools.  In  both  cases  I  respectfully 
urge  that  you  give  the  town  a  flat  rate  per  pupil  of  ten  dollars  a 
year  which  will  give  you  a  revenue  of  $470.00  based  on  the 
present  number  in  these  districts.  This  plan  will  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  children  who,  in  that  event,  will  have  a  separate 
teacher  for  each  grade ;  it  will  pay  you  for  the  added  expense  of 
their  education;  and  it  will  not  be  an  expense  plan  for  the  town. 
Action  on  this  should  be  taken  by  you  before  the  town  'meeting 
so  that  the  pupils  from  these  schools  can  enter  the  city  schools 
next  fall. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  loyal 
support  and  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their  cordial 
co-operation  and  suggestive  help.
